"When I came out again, carrying

conviction on finger print evidence in 
the history ot this country, Thomas 
Jennings, a negro, was found guilty 
yesterday by a MIT in the criminal 
court o£ the murder of Clarence A. 
Hiller on the night ot Sept. 19. The 
jurors felt so confident of the guilt of 
Jennings that the first ballot resulted 
In a unanimous vote for conviction, 
-with eleven of the' Jurors demanding 
the death penalty. On the third ballot 
the sentence o£ death was made unan- 
imous. 


Counsel for Jennings asked for a 


new trial on the grounds that the fin- 
ger print evidence should not have 
been allowed- As a result, it is prob- 
able that the supreme court wHI be 
asked to rule upon the use of such 
evidence in 
criminal cases. 
Judge 


Karanagh, who presided at the Jen- 
iiings trial, declared when objection! 
•was first made to the evidence present- 
ed by the state, that, in his opinion, 
the murderer of Hiller wrote his sig- 
nature when he rested his hand upon 
a freshly painted porch railing at the 
inner home.x

1 1 Sport Still Exists in Mexico, . , 


But Its Glory Has Gone For- ..

The ancient inhabitant^ of Mexico 


were ever fond of. sports ot all kmds, 
and in the days before the coming of 
the white m«i to the shores ot Amer- 
ica they indlged in a sort ot pelota 
came, 
in 
i&uiittc 
contests, 
races, 


wrestling marches and military exer- 
cises of various kinds. They also held 
endurance races much after the man- 
ner of the modern Marathon races. Al 
these were purely athletic. 


But they also 'had many games o 


chance and skill, and certain pastimes 
such as fighting coyotes and other wild 
animals. There is no doubt that these 
tendencies of the Aztects and other na 
live races made them '.take kindly t< 
•the bull fight and the cock fight. 


The latter especially, owing to its' 


inexpensive nature, early 
became 
a 


favorite pastime of the'lower classes 
and was, later on, taken up by the 
better people. Soon every one who was 
able, and most people were, had one 
or more fighting cocks. 


Every Sunday and every feast day 


there were literally thousands of places 
throughout Mexico where the populace, 
or a goodly part ot the men, spent the 
afternoons at the side of the cock-pit. 


It was no uncommon thing for some 


well-to-do gentleman to go to the scene 
of the contests, accompanied by a half 
dozen or more servants, each with a 
bird under each arm. In those days 
the true devotee of the sport prided 
himself on his knowledge ot the flght- 
lnK qualities of the birds and he be- 
lieved that the was able, In most cases, 
to pick the winner en sight. 
Then, 


- too there wore strains and families ol 


bird* Known throughout Mexico as well 


ind as favorably as the finest blood1 
torses are now known throughout the 
United States, Canada and all 
the 


sporting countries of Europe. Some of 
these birds brought very high prices. 
Sometimes a rleh gentleman risked as 
much as $100,000 In one day on various 
cock-fighting contests. 


Gambling and Religion. 


In years past the great cock fights 


were held during the month of Decem- 
ber in connection with the festival at 
Guadalupe. Then this sport vied with 
that of gambling for popular favor. Of 
the thousands upon thousands of pil- 
grims who visited 
the 
shrine, the 


greater number of the meri brought 
with them one ofmore fighting birds

rural districts. 
But though it 
ha: 


fallen upon evil days, it still survives 
as a picturesque relic of the past, when 
it was once the sport and pastier ot 
kings, princes and nobles.1, A visit to 
the cock-pit is certainly a novelty and 
an entertaining experience to one who 
has never been there before. 
In the smaller towns and villages of 
Mexico tho cock fight still holds its 
own in the hearts ot the populace, and 
no fair or public festival is complete 
without Its cock-pit, which is gener- 
ally well advertised and made one of 
the attractions of the festival. At these 
festivals, as in 'the olden days, betting 
Is still a feature of the sport, and often 
much money changes hands.
